To fellicit a Peace at the Court of Eng- 
 Jand, giving the QUEEN the Honour of 
making her own lerms for her own King- 
_ doms, and for thofe of the Confederates ; 
- which i8, what.js mean’t by fending the 
Carte Blanche, as we are told, the Empe- 
ror of Merocco has done by his late Am- 
_ haifador. 
Well, Gentlemen, you will abate your 
— Cenfuresof my Arrogance, when J fhall tell 
you 5 ifit were not fo, I with it were; and 
yet I fhall tell you, that I am fo Frenchified, 
as they call it, that if the King of France 
Had neither a Ship for his Navy, nora Troop 


I: my laft I confefs, I feem’d to bring 


of Horfe left for bis Guard ; if his Armies 
were reducd to the Poltrons of Portugal, 
and his Fleet to the Armadilia of new Spaix, 
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which 1 think is about two Mex of War and 
a half, the Admiral of which carries about 
24 Guns, were thefe his Forces, and were 
his Perfon in the Koom of Monfieur, the 
Marefchal de Tsllard a Prifoner at Nottin- 
gham; I thould yet, rere it in my Fower, 
upon the Terms of Peace, at the General 
Heads whereof I frat bere mate an Effay, re- 
ftore him to his Crown and Dignity, and 
place him with due Refpeét to his Chara 
tter among the greateft Princes of Europe 3 
and before you cenfure me for this, pray 
examine the Conditions well. 

t. The firft General is a great and moft 
capacious Article, viz. To reftore to 
the Spaniard the full and entire Poffe(- 
fion, in the Cendition as now they 
ftand, all the Kingdoms, Countries, 
Dominions, &c. that he has taken 
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from them, invaded or encroach’d up- 
on from the Peace at Vewins, made 
etween Henry the Great his Grand- 
father, and Pbilip 11. King of Spain, 
the Fortifications entire and unhurt. 
He that confiders, how much France has 
to lofe, ab be thus parts with all be bas 
got above bis own, will not chink this a {mall 
Article; how by this he muft not only quitt 
all the Spanifh Dominions feiz’d upon under 
the late Pretence of the Gift from the King 
of Spain, but muftal(o reftore all the Pro- 
vince of Artois, Archbifhoprick of Cambray, 
and what they now call Les pais Conquis in 
the Netherlands ; in which are the trong 
and almoft invincible Towns of Dunkirk, S1- 
Omer, Donay, Courtray, apres, Lifle, Valen 
ciennes, Conde, Camdray, anda Multicude 
of fmaller Strengths, which would coft vaft 
Treafures, and a Sea of Blood co recover. 
Nor is this all; The Province of Bure 
gundy and Franche Compte by this Article 
mult be given up, by which including Lor- 
rain already reftor’d in part, the. Mofelle 
and the Deux will be the Frontier of France, 
inftead of the Rbine, and foterible a Neigh- 
bour plac’d at a due diftance from the Em- 
ire,to which it has been fo troublefom,and 
lo great an Invader. 

2. The fecond General is to the Empire, 
to whom fhould be reftor’d ail'that has 
been taken from the Empire, fince the 
Treaty of Munfter, in which would 
be included all the Wpper and Lower 
Alfece, with all the Country between 
the Szir and the Rbine, with the Ci- 
ties of Treves, and all the Country 
taken from that Eleétor, with the Bi- 
fhopricks of Metz, oud and Verdun, 
tothe Houfe of Lorrain and the like. 

In this grand Article would be included 

the Fort of Hunningben, which has fo 
long bridled the Swi/s, and which lies with- 
in Cannon Shot of the City of Baflz, the 
Town of Brifac, the City of Strasburgh, 
Fort of Xiel, Fort Louis on the Rhine, the 
Fortrefs of Hambergh, the Town of Hague- 
nau, and innumerable {mall Defences, which 
bene hi always crowd their Frontiers 
with. 

What fhould we fay of France, to fee her 


a 
thus ftrip’d of her borrowed Plumes, and 
the Fortrefles builcat her Coft, tocurband _ 
bridle the Power of thofe Princes, which — 
fhe defign’d to opprefs, ferving as Bule 
warks of thofe Nations Liberties again 
the Invafions of that very Prince that 
built them. . | 
This would be turning the Tables upon q 
France with a Vengeance ; ifhe would fore 
tifie any Frontiers, they muft then be his 
own ; if he will have Barriers, they muff _ 
not be the Provinces of his Neighbours, — 
which he fhall take Pofleffion of, as often as 
he thinks fic to mak> a Pretence for Mul 
Satisfafion, as of the Dutch; or as often — 
as he bas occafion for Communicativun with 
his Conquetts, as of Lorrain ; or asoften 
as he wants a fate Retreat from the invie 
ding his Neighbours, as in the Cufe of Pige 


mero; or as oftenas any Difrefpeét isthown 


his Grandeur, asin bombarding Genos, and 
the like. _ % 
Very well, faysa captious Reader of this, 
and this is the largeft Demand, you would 
make upon the French King is it, God Al- 
mighty is very much beholder to you, is 
he not ? Pray, what Care have you taken — 
ofthe Proteftant Religion, and the pcor — 
futtering, Camifars and Cevennois, thefe are — 
to be facrific’d as the Protefants of the 
Palatinate, were atthe Treaty of Ryfwick, — 
or as the Proteftants in Poland are by the — 
King of Sweden ; who after all the fine 
things pretended here of his reftoring their — 
Churches and Priviledges, and I know not — 
what in his firft Treaty, concluded with his 
new fham King there, forgot or wholly 
negleéted their Intereft, and left them as 
bad, if not worfe, thanhefound them? 
Why truly, Gentlemen, as to Religion, — 
I have a great Deal to fay for the poor 
Proteftants of France, but as I have been 
treating of the War hitherto, as a War for” 
oie et argue preferving che Bal- — 
ance of Power and Safety in Eur id 
oe HN to this eed fe 
ut fince it now comesin my way, give 
me leave tolpeakto the Cafe of the feet ; 
Refugees, by way of Reproof or Direétion, 
take it which way they pleafe. ee

While they aéted bravely in their own 
Defence, during the Civil Wars, raifed for 


‘Account of Religion in France, they aéed 


AS A BODY under their proper Heads,and 
had Meetings to concert Meafures for that 
End, 

Now they are difpers’d and perfecuted, 
as they are fcatter’d in the World, they 
receive Proteétion and Affihence from the 
proteftant Powers asa People, but are un- 
der no Form or Charattr 1s a4 Body, and 
this 1 think, they are fhors in, tho’ itis not 
too late toretrieve it. 1 think they ought 
to apply themfelves to the feveral Govern- 
ments, under whofe Proreétion they live, 
and treating as a Body, defire to be admic- 
ted as fuch into the prelent Confederacy. 

When this is done, they may be treated 
for ina Congrefs of Peace, and the King of 


_ France may te oblig’d (if reduc’d low-e- 


nough) to reftore them to their Liberty and 
Priviledges, which they enjoy’d and ought 
to enjoy by the Edit of Nants. 

J confef:, the Ezglifh and Dutch feem to 
me to OWE the Proteftants fuch a Cafe of 
Kindnefs as this, in Susfsfaction for what 


our Fore-fathers did againit them, when 
- they fence their Men of War to Louis XIII. 
_ Of France, to deftroy the Proteftant Fleet 


of the Rochellers, without which Monfieur 
Soubife, that is the Proteftants, had rid Ad- 
miral of the Sea, for eught I know to this 
day, and all the Powers of France had never 


heen able to have reducd the. Proteftant 


Religion. 
But divided Proteftants have done more 


a to build up formidable Popery, than all the 


Powers of waited Proteftant Nations can in 
many Ages pulldown; a Thought { humbly 
recommend to thofe that are fo forward now 
to divide them yet farther. 
But to come nearer to this Cafe, entring 
France, is on this very Account much more 
to be prefs’d by all thofe chat are truly zea- 
lous for the Protefrant Religion, as the 
only way to put Arms in the Hands of 
thofe Proteftants ; who ’tis plain, want no 


‘Zeal, nor Courage, nor Conftancy, or Fide- 
lity, to caft off the Bands of Tyranny, and 


the‘hateful Fetters of Idolatry, that Bondage 


on the Conjciences; which have fu long 
been intollerable to them, and which they 


nobly ftrove with to the laft,when no Relief 


nor Affifiance could be procur'’d them. - 

Have you caft out the French Encroach- 
ments upon Spain, and drove their new 
ufurping Monarch out of that Kingdom ? 
what remains, but that you open the Paf- 
fages of the Muuntains, pufh into Langue- 
dock, and put Arms and Opportunicy into 
the Hands of the Camifars to revenge their 
own Quarrel ; then you will fogn find them 
confiderable enough to be accepted as a 
Member of the Confederacy, and to be 
confidered in your Articles of Peace. 

There can never bea furer Sign of your 
having broken the haughty Spirit of the 
French Tyranny, thanto bring him to re- 
voke his blocdy Ediéts againft his own Sub- 
jefts, to force him to acknowledge and 
admic their Right to their Poffeffions, and 
recognize that Sovereignty of Confcience 
over his and overall human Authority. 

I muft own, I cannot think che Confede- 
rates have any Pretence to impofe Terms on 
the King of France, as to the Liberty of his 
own People, tho’ Proteftants, till they hae 
ving put Arms into their Hands, and Op- 
portunity to ferve themfelves, fhall receive 
them into the Union as 2 Body, acknowledge 
them as a Member of the Confederacy, and 
then they cannot treat without them. _ 

Then the Proteftant Religion might rife’ 
again, and fhow its Head in France a fecond 
time, and be planted fo under che Proteéti-. 
on and Guarrantee of all the united Powegs 
of Europe, in Confederacy, as it might for 
ever after be free from the Fear of asather 
Perfecution. 

Could I fee this Work once begun, I. 
fhould have other Kind of Thoughts, of the 
Sincerity of fome of the Branches of this. 
prefent Confederacy, than I have now ; 
and of their Zea! for, as well as Profeffion 
of the Proteftant Religion ; and might once 
hope, that the Proteftant Powers of Europe 
fhould:no more have any Occafion to feac 
the Threats of a religious War in Europe. 
I know, we have been long threatned with 
a.Cruifado in Europe, ameer War of the 

Crofs, 
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Crofs, when the Cowl and the Gown fhould 
firuggle for the Conqueft ; when our Lord 
Ffefus Chrift and his Mother fhould contend 
for Domination ; when the Legend and the 
Bible thould be the Enfigns in the Field, and 
Religion be difputed by the Sword and the 
Gun inftead of Tropes and Figures. 

Lallow, if fuch a War were heartily be- 
gun, and feverely profecuted in Eurcpe, it 
would be very bloody ; but I believe tin- 
cerely, and without boafting, the Northern 
Countries of Europe being chiefly Proteftane, 
would appear by much the beiter Soldiers, 
and by meer fighting carry all betore them. 

It was almofta Trial ot this kind, where 
Guftavus Adolptus undertook the Proteftant 
Caufe in Germany,and confidering the Power 
of the Emperor, at that time the Proteftants 
were very much over match’d, but we found 
at the End, they fought their way thro’, they 
gain’d upon the Enemy, and made Peace 
yaftly to their own Advantage. : 

"Tis true, France joyn’d with them, but 
then France waslow; Holland had its Hands 
full with Spain, and Engiind was buried in 
Effeminacy under the luxurious Reign of 
King Fames J, who talk'd much of Religion, 
but never drew Sword in its Quarrel. 

Indeed, a Conjunétion of Forces between 
France, Spain, Germany, Bavaria, Venice, 
Sealy, Munfter, Menstz, Treves, Cologn, and 
Poland, would be very formidable, and fad 
Havock they would make on the Frontiers 
of their Neigh‘ours. 

But let ustake five Powers of the Prote- 
ftants, and but ence fuppofe them to be 
fincerely and heartily bent to exert their 
urmoft in the Defence of the Protettant Re- 
Tigion, abftraéted from private Intereft, 
which now too much influences them, and 
I cannot duc think them able to drive the 
whole World before them 31 mean England, 
_ Holland, Sweden, Pruffia, and Denmark, and 

tor the more regular Divifion of Forces, 
add the Houfes of Lunemburgh, Hannover, 
Wolfzmbuttel, and Holftein to the Danes, 
and the Princes of Saxony and Heffé co the 
Prujin.— Take thefe Bodies a part, they 
ar~ sh able to bring into the Field toocoo 
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of the beft Soldiers in the World ; ; 
tho’ I leave outhere the Srviffcantons 2 
the Hungarians, nay tho’ they were to a 
againft them ;° I believe nothing in th 
World, nay hardly the whole World in Cor: 
‘ederacy, could withftandthem. 
If then, upon this prefent Profpeét of 
Affairs, the Protcfiants of France fheuld — 
be reftor’d ; what can the General Prote. ~ 
ftant Intereft in Europe have totear? [ © 
fhould no more doubt, but fome time or — 
other, that Scripture fhall be fullfill’d by — 
them, that the Mounsain of she Lord fhal) 
be exalted above the Top of the Mountains, — 
His Subjeé&t will be purlu’d, tho’ the 
he next Paper or two may be Diverted 
by an unhappy Relation of fomething very 
moving aod unufually horridathoume.
